City Ordinance No. 24 


_ An Ordinance to prohibit the 
keeping or housing of animals 
or poultry within the city lim- 
its of Grayling and to regulate 
the riding of horses within the 
city limits of Grayling. 

The City of Grayling Ordains: 

(1) From and after the effec- 
tive date of this Ordinance, it shall 
be unlawful for any person to keep 
or house any livestock, such as 
horses, cattle, mules, goats, sheep, 
pigs or rabbits; or any poultry, 
such as ducks, geese, turkeys, 
guinea hens, or chickens within 
the limits of the City of Grayling. 

(2) It will be unlawful to ride 
horses through the City, except 
on the Cross Country Route. They 
must stay on this horse trail as 
designated by the City, except, 
they will be allowed to tether their 
horses in a designated area and 
only for such purposes as to gather 
supplies. It shall be unlawful to 
keep such horses in this area over- 
nite. Horses being ridden in pa- 
rades may do so at the owner’s 
responsibility and risk and then
